McCain laslics out in primary eve 

Candidate accuses Bush of ‘character assassination;’ Bush focuses oh Gore

SAGINAW, Mich. - Pointing 
toward today’s second key prima- 
ry clash in four days, John 
McCain accused George W. Bush 


ot waging a campaign ot "ctiarac- 
ter assassination.” ‘^e front-run-' 
ncr aimed his public barbs at Bill 
Ginton and'Al Gore. 

In the heart of auto country, 
Bush dted comments Gore made 
years ago in a book critical of the 
internal combustion engine. “I 
look forward to him campaigning 
up here and saying, ‘My vision 
for America is one where you 
won’t be working,”’ Bush said 
Monday. 

Despite the Texas governor’s 
public focus on the general elec- 
tion, his campaign continued to 
run television commercials criti- 
cal of McCain in advance of 
Tuesday’s Michigan primary. 

The two campaigns also traded 
charges of phoning voters to criti- 
cize their rivals. Surrogates for 
the candidates contacted voters 
os well, including in a recording 
by religious broadcaster Pat 
Robertson, who attacked a 
McCain campaign official as a 
“vicious bigot who wrote that

conservative Christians in poli- 
tics arc anti-abortion zealots, 
homophobes and would-be cen- 
sors.”

The stakes were high for both 
men, but higher for McCain, 
whose cam|5aign can ill afford 


another setback like the one in 
South Carolina last Saturday. ' 

Instead, McCain was hoping 
for a Micliigon rictory to restart 
his campaign momentum and the 
flow of contributions that fol- 
Imvcd his big win in the Icadoff 
New Hampshire primary. 
McCain’s home slate of Arizona 
is voting today, too, but mosr 
eyes arc on Michigan. 

McCain has said that even if he 


loses, he’ll stay in the race at 
least until March 7. That’s when 
California, New York, Ohio and 
many other states, vote in the 
biggest night of the. primary sea- 
son. 

At a moriTlrrg~'u'ppearjnce~ 
'Monday before an ovcrflo.w 
crowd in Traverse City, McCain 
used some of his horshest words . 
to date in describing the-Bush 
operation. v 

“Reject this negative cam- 
paigning. Reject this character 
assassination,” he said. “Reject 
. the low road to the presidency 
and support the high road.” 

Bush slapped McCain only 
when asked by reporters during 
the day. Questioned about the 
Arizona senator’s promise to 
break the “iron triangle” of lob- 
byists, money and legislation. 
Bush said, “He talks about the 
iron trian^e in Washington D.C. 
He’s been ringing that iron trian- 
gle like a dinner bell” y a refer- 
ence to McCain’s fund raising.. 

For the most part, though, Bush 
sougTit to give tlic impression of a 
man looking ahead to the fall 
campaign, not someone strug- 
gling with the nitty-gritty of a 
determined primary challenger.

income of $10,000 or less - 
accounting for almost half the 
total number of returiis'filed - 
would get credits of only about 
$1.2 million. 

In fact, the credit for a mar- 
ried couple filing jointly with

Kasting said astronomers long 
r-have Imown this would happen,

.,But the researcher said new com- 
..puter studies suggest it could 


occur much earlier. 

“The most pessimistic calcula- 
tion is that the oceans will disap- 
pear in about 12 billion years,” 
he said, tmd Earth will become a 
waterless desert. 

. But Kasting said a new model 
suggests Earth could get into 
trouble even sooner. 

Warm temperatures, he said, 
will cause the oceans to absorb 
“caYboirdloxlderthusTenrovlng — |- 
from the atmosphere a gas 
essential for plant life. In about 
500 million years, Kasting said, 
the atmosphere will be so short 
of dirbon dioxide that all plants 
will die, followed eventually by 
all life chat dep^ds on plants. 

“If we calculated correctly. 
Earth has been habitable for 4.5. 
billion years and only has a half 
billion years left,’’ he said.

But the field appears to be cak- 
ing on fresh life as doctors test 
nicotine patches for neurological 
diseases in both children and the 
elderly, and drug companies race 
to concoct nicotine substitutes 
that carry fewer side effects. 

At a conference Monday, doc- 
tors saiu tne tieias ursc goia-stan- 
dard study - one in which 
dummy treatments are rigorously 
compared with the real thing - 
-suggests Che patch shows real 
•promise " in “children " with’ 
I Tourette’s syndrome, a strange 
/affliction in which victims are 
beset by spates of tics, shouted 
obscenities and violent urges. 

Still, nicotine has many draw- 


backs, induding its unsavory rep-

’The data suggest that a low- 
dose nicotine patch may be useful 
in Tourette’s syndrome,” said 
Sanberg.

Locate lost loved ones

* ; Skeeles has been running 
1 LocateMe.com for more than two 
f r years. 


People use the service for a 
variety of purposes. A few peo- 
ple come looking for people who 
owe' them money, including par- 
ents who owe child support. But 
Skeeles said it is more common 
to attract people looking for lost 
family members, such as adopted 
siblings. 

“It turns out that the general 
public has a steady interest, in 
this,” he said. 

The site had more than 
$250,000 in revenue in 1998, ' 
according to his tax return, and 
he expects to top $1 million in 
sales in 1999. 

' The key has been an aggros- - 
sive; but carefully limited adver- 
tising plan that amounts to more 
than $30,000 a month : 

Instead of a broad campaign 
aimed at reachlhg a lot of differ- 
ent people, he targets his ads 
almost exclusively to online tele- 
phone books'- the kind of places 
Web surfers go to look for 
names. 

Frustrated because they can- 
not find the names they are look- 
ing for in the phone books, they 
see an ad for LocnteMc.com and ' 
try it. 


. “The industry average cHck- 
throutjh rate is about 0.5 on. 
advertising," said Skeeles. “At 
LocateMe we brag that we sup- 
port a 3.5 percent click-throu^ 
average, which is incredibly out- 
standing. That means 3.5 percent - 
(of those) who see the ad, click 
on it.” 

Prime data sources, for 
LocateMc.com are the more than 
4,000 county boards of elections 
in the United States, the govern- 
ment agencies handling Evers’ 
licenses and some private 
sources. It all adds up to more 
than 4.00 million records on 
Skeeles’ computers.' 

He is quick to point out that 
his data contain no secrets. “I am 
-only-anvaggrcgator-ofmlrcady— 
existing public information," he 
said. 

But gathering that inforination 
has become more difficult. Some 
states, like California, allow peo- 
ple to shield their data from 
companies like Skeeles’ (formal- 
ly known as American 
Automated Systems). But 
because he has a variety of 
sources, he is able to fill most 
• gaps.

Exit polls ^dwed that 
McCain led Bush by 3 points among the 
large number of voters who made their 
decision some time between Jan. 1 and 
early February - the period when politi- 
cal news-was dominated by the soaring 
campai^ that produced a huge McCain 
victory in tlie Feb. 1 New Hampshire pri- 
mary. But the slightly smaller number of 
South Carolina voters who decided in the 
final week favored Bush over McCain by 

14 points 

That means Bush’s strategy worked - 
that he turned a possible defeat into a 
decisive victory. As Utah Gov. Mike 
Leavitt, one of his earliest backers, told 
-me Saturday ni^it, “It gives liim baclc~= 
die scent of a winner. W^at a relief!” 
McCain strategists can attempt to 
explain away what happened by pointing 
to the massive expenditure against their 
candidate, not only by Bush but by anti- 
tax and anti-abortion groups. But to my 
eyes, Bush also out-campaigned McCain 
in South Carolina - the reverse of what 
wc had seen in New Hampshire. 

In the final days, the senator was visi- 
bly tired - no wonder after seven straight 
weeks of moming-to-night town meetings 
and endless rolling news conferences 
with reporters aboard his bus. But as he 


recited the same lines that had seemed 
so fresh to New Hampshire audiences, 
they sounded more scripted than sponta- 
neous.

tell us what to do, that this sort of thing 
should be left up to the locals and the 
states to dedde, that we’ve lived just fine 
this way for a long time so the outsiders’ 
should just leave us alone. The argu-

mems arc as shallow and wrongheaded 
now as they were then: the Forest 
Service employees arc here as stewards 
of public lands that belong to all 
Americans, not just to the "locals.” 

While some may see these lands as • 

' belonging only to them, the simple truth 
is that they do not and never did; they 
belong to us all, from “sea to shining 
sea.” Because of that there is no reason a 
resident of Elko should have more of a . 
say than one from Atlanta or an Idahoan 
more than a Virginian. Instead of com- 
plaining about not being able to use (or 
abuse) public land as their own private 
property, they should instead be grateful 
that they arc so close to the fishing, 
camping, hiking and hunting in these 
national preserves that ore so far from so 
many other Americans who own them 
equity and that have for fewer opportu- 
nities to enjoy them.

Even if untrue, it displayed a 
shrewd political genius, b^usc 
it instinctively spoke to 
Americans’ deep ambivalence 
about government. We generally 
like the things government does 
for us, but we don’t like the idea 
of big government, which seems 
intrusive and wasteful The 
ambivalence leads politicians - 
usually of both parties - to 
expand government while claim- 
ing they’re shrinking it. 

Politicians have huge “Inccn- 


sdemist Paul Light of the 
Brookings Institution calls “die 
illusion of smallness” in govern- 
ment. Writes Light: “Republicans 
can advertise tlieir success in pro- 
tecting private biLsincss from gov- 
ernment encroachment; 

Democrats (coh demonstrate) 
their creation of a leaner, mean- 
er, and, therefore, more capably 
activist government.” Light’s 
insight helps clarify Washington’s 
present confusion. . 

Budget surpluses, uie president 
tells us, result from conscious and 
courageous policies of "fiscal dis- 
cipline” and hard choices. 
Government seems to be shrink- 
ing. In 2000, federal spending 
will total about 19 percent of 
national income (gross domestic 

E roduct), down from 22 percent ■ 
11992. Since 1993, CUnton 
brags, the number of federal 
workers has dropped by nearly 
- 400, (XIO to 1.8 million.

aged 6.77 percent, up from 6.73 
percent the previous week. 

Economists predict 30-ycar 
fixed rates could climb to 6.5 per- 
cent by the end of the year. 

As rates climb, borrowers find 
it harder to pay for the home 
they want by using a traditional 
30-year mortgage. 

“The advantage of the 
adjustable rate is that you can 
qualify for more house,” said 
Vince Carducci, director of mar- 
keting for Standard Federal 
Bank in Troy, Mich. 

Lenders look at a variety of 
factors before making a mort- 
gage, including-how much the 
applicant owes other lenders, the 
down payment and monthly 
income. One standard says that a 
monthly mortgage payment on 
principd and interest cannot be 
more than 28 percent of the bor- 
rower’s gross monthly income. 

A iowerrate means'o-lower- 
monthly payment. Someone who 
couldn’t qualify for an 8.5-pcr- 


cent rate might qualify for a. 6.5- 
percent rate. 

An adjustable rate “is one of 
the ways to offset rising'home 
prices,” said Keith Gumbingcr, 
vice president for HSH 
Associates, a mortgage tracking 
company in Butler, N.J. 

Consider a $100,000 mongage. 
The monthly payment - without 
taxes and insurance - would be 
$759.01 with a 30-year fixed rate 
at 8.36 percent. 

But the monthly payment 
drops to $647.24 with a one-year 
ARM at 6.73 percent. 

A one-year ARM can carry the 
lowest rate and the biggest risk. 
Rates on ARMs are pegged to 
short-term Treasury rates. On a 
one-year ARM, the rate can go up 
or down after the first year. The 
adjusted rate would be 2.75 per- 
centage points over the prevail- 
ing one-year Treasury rate. 

Often an ARM will cap a rate 
hike to 2 percentage points more 
than your c urrent rate. AR^ put_ , 
a floor on falliiig fates, too.' The' 
maximum drop in one year is 2 
percentage points as well. 


The maximum cap would be 6 
percentage points during the life 
-of the mortgage. 

Some home owners don’t wont 
to worry about facing higher 
mortgage payments each year. So 
they opt for hybrid ARMs that 
offer fixed rates for three or five 
years.

KOSOVSKA MITROVICA. 
Yugoslavia (AP^ - NATO-led 
peacekeepers fired tear gas 
Monday at thousands of ethnic 
Albanians who broke through a 
cordon and hurled stones os they 
tried to enter the SSb pan of this 
ethnically divided town. 

At least 10,000 Albanians 
reached the main bridge in the 
center of Kosovska Mitrovica, 
which divides the Serbs from the 
ethnic Albanians. Hundreds of 
red-ond-black Albanian flags flew 
on the southern, Albanian side of 
the bridge over ^e Ibar river. 

On the northern bank, about 
4,000 Serbs were ix>sition^ near 
the bridge. Some who had gath- 
ered there earlier began ,to flee, 
while others fought to reinforce 
their positions. Some Serb womw 
and children began evacuating 
the town. 

The French brought iri rein-' 
forcemems and armored vehicles 
to strengthen their cordons on the 
bridge, firing tear gas to hold off 
the Albanians, who had broken 
tluvugh on earlier cordon set up 
to hold them back. Later, Britisir 
peacekeepers put four armored 
personnel.carriers across the 
bridge to keep the crowd from 
crossing, and some Albanians 
who tri^ to clithb over the vehi- 
cles were pushed back. 

Many Albanians fear the ethnic 
division between the Serb-con- 


trolled north and majority ethnic 
Albanian wuch sides of the town 
could eventually lead to the 
' northern side being given. to 
Serbs altogether. . 

The nor^em industrial t own. 
has been a flashpoint for ethnic 
tensions since the peacekeeping 
force entered Kosovo in June. 

Most recently, nine people 
were killed and dozetts injured in 
ethnic violence that followed a 
rocket attack on a U.N. bus that 
killed two Serb civilians on Feb. 

2. French troops, who are perma- 
nently stadoned in the towi^ have 
been criddud by U.N. police and 
ethnic Albanians for failing to 
provide security for 'Albanians 
living on the Serb side. 

Earlier Monday, NATO sus- 
pended in some areas a.masave 
house-to-house weapons search 
that was launched early Sunday 
in response to weeks of violence. 

“KFOR had to take some of its 
soldiers away to provide security ^ 
for these demonstradons,” said 
Lt. Cmdr. Philip Anido, a NATO 
spokesman in Pristina, adding 
that the suspension was only tem- 
porary and the search would.

Since the mid-1990s, coca 
growers have pushed ever dcc^. 
er into the Amazon basin to 
evade the crop-dusters, cleoring 
tens of thousands of acres of vir:

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) 
Bernard “Peck” Hickman, who 
made Louisville part of college 
basketball’s elite during his 23 
years as coach and later hired 
. Denny Crum, died Saturday 
ni^t at age 88. 

Hickman guided the Cardinals 
to a Nation^ Invitation Tourna- 
ment title in 1956 and an NCAA 
Final Four berth in 1959. 

“He’s the father of the modem
